Oswald down for a show up. V'e handled the line up from backstage behind 
tho lights. The line up consisted of Bill Perry ft, Lae Oswald i fi, R. L. 
Clark P3, and Bon Abies fh. This snow up was over at Li20 Hi, and Oswald 
was returned to Capt. Frits' s office, whore be was questioned by Capt. 

Frits and F» X* and Secret Service agents. 

At 6t?0 Hi, November ??, 1963, fir, a, Boyd, and T carried Orvald down 
for another show up. This show up consisted of the samo people as tho 
first. Bill Perry ft, Boo Oswald fi, E. I,. Clark (?3, and Bon Abies fU, 

This show ut? vas ever at 6 s3? and Oswald ves taVon haeV to Capt. Frits* • 
offioo, whore he was questioned by Capt. Frita and P. B, I, and Secret 
Servico agents. 
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At 7:03 TO, Kovenber 22, 1963, Capt. Fritz airned murder complaint with 
Pill Alexander, Assistant District Attorney, for the murder of Officer .T. D. 
Tippit, dud go David Johnson was there and read the chorea to Oswald. 

At 7«hO TO, Hcvenber 22, 1963, Sins, Boyd, and I took Oswald down for ‘ 
another *ov up. This s’ov up consisted of Diehard Valter Borchgardt 01, 

Loo Orwsld if?, Bills Carl Braswell 03, and Don Abies Hi. TMs show up was 
over at 7:59 TO, and Oswald was taken tack to Cspt. Frits's office. Jest 
before this shew up, F. B. 1. Agent Cleraonts, was talking, to Oswald. Clements 
was potting Oswald's physical description, and where he had lived and worked 
before cordnn to Bellas. Clements also chocked and listed the content* of 
Oswald's billfold. Clements's interrogation waa discontinued until we had 
the show up. Agent Clement a continued after we had brought Oswald back, 
elements talked to hin about 30 minutes wore. • 

At 8*5? TO, Dot. Hicks and Dot. Ftudetskor of Crime Ub camo to Capt. 
Fritz's office to rusks paraffin casta of Oswald. 

At approximately 11«30 TO, Koveaber 22, 1963, Sins and Boyd wroto out 
arrest sheets on Oswald, and a short time later Cheif Curry and Capt. Frit* 
cono in and told us to take Oswald to Sha»Bp Hooa out in the front. Cheif 
Curry said for us not to let anyone get near hin or touch hin, end if they 
attempted to, for us to take hin out imrodiataly. Capt. Fritz told us he 
wanted all of Ms con to go with Oswald at this time. Aftor a rhert time, 
we took 0 e-weld down to the Show Op Hoorn. The room was full of new error, and 
va kopt hin there about five minutes, and then we took Oswald to the Jail 
Office, and he was placed in Jail* •
